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The formation of 
State-based super 
leagues is closer 
than ever before, 
following the NSL’s 
decision to reduce 
its competition 
from 24 to 14 teams 


in 1987. 


So says Alf Zahra, presi- 
dent of Sunshine-George 
Cross. 

“There will be a lot of 
backroom meetings during 
the season,” he said. 

“By the half-way stage of 
the season, it will be obvious 
which teams won't be includ- 
ed among the 14. If, say, Ma- 
kedonia and Hellas were to 
go down, a Victorian super 
league almost certainly 
would start in 1987.” 

Zahra maintains the con- 
cept and the guidelines for a 
14-team league are ill- 
conceived. 

He said clubs will get a 
nasty shock when they be- 
come aware of some of the 
harsh financial implications 
of playing in a 14-team 
league. 

“If we make it to 1987, how 
many clubs will survive from 
then on?” he asks. 

“At the moment, in the 
Southern Division of the 
NSL, we have seven of our 11 
home games against other 
Melbourne clubs, which 
brings us their supporters. 
The remaining four games 
are against Adelaide and 
Brisbane clubs, and so we 
have to rely only on our own 
supporters. 

“Now, if, say, six Victorian 
teams get into the 14-team 
league next year, then each 
of them will have only five 
home games against other 
Victorian teams. 

“The other eight home 
games will be against clubs 
from interstate that do not 
bring fans with them. 

“And so we will be relying 
for our survival on five 
games a year.” 

Zahra sayS an average 
club outlay on players’ and 
coaches’ wages, masseurs 





and equipment is about 
$175,000 a year. 

To make that through the 
gate, you need 2692 paying

spectators at each of your 13 
home games. If, for argu- 
ment’s sake, your crowd goes 
down to 1000 for games 
against, for example, Ade- 
laide City, St. George Buda- 
pest, Sydney Hakoah and 
APIA, your total for each of 
the other games would have 
to be 3436 to make ends 
meet. 

And history shows us that 
only South Melbourne Hel- 
las, Sydney Olympic and Syd- 
ney Croatia could feel 
relatively confident of 
achieving that target — but 
only if they are winning. 

Zahra acknowledges that 
ne club balances its books 
solely through the gate, and 
that Sydney teams are subsi- 
dised by social clubs. 

But he warns of further 
dangers built into the guide- 
lines for the 14-team 
competition. 

“The bottom two clubs are 
to be relegated every year, 
and replaced by the NSW 
State League champion, and 
by the winner of a play-off 
series between the Victorian, 
South Australian and 
Queensland State League 
champions,” Zahra said. 

“If Victoria, South Austra- 
lian and Queensland sides 
are relegated every year, 
we could eventually have 
nothing but NSW clubs in 
the NSL. 

“In the past two years, 
when the Victorian State 
League had the chance of 
having one of its teams pro- 
moted, everyone who was el- 
igible declined. Who’s to say 
that won’t continue to 
happen?” 

Zahra’s main point how- 
ever, is that no matter how 
you look at it, Australia has 
only a limited number of 
clubs with the tradition, and 
support even to be consid- 
ered for a national league. 

Anyone in soccer can list 
them — the Hellasas, Juven- 
tuses, Marconi, Heidelberg, 
the Croatias, George Cross, 
APIA, Olympic, St. George, 
Makedonia . . 

“You can never bring up 
sides to take their places. We 
simply don’t have clubs that 
can replace them. That’s just 
the way it is.” 

That's why Zahra doesn't 
agree with the criteria to be 
applied for membership of 
the 14-team league. 

“You have past perfor- 
mances counting for 40 per-

We've got the 
soccer 
we deserve 


Frankly, I am not surprised about the pending 
departure of Ampol as a sponsor. I’m somewhat sor- 
ry — but not surprised. 

Ampol has been involved in soccer since 1958 when it first 
sponsored a pre-season Cup, at the instigation of its chief, 
Bill Walkley, later Sir William and also our ASF president. 

The Ampol Cup of those early years was well run and 
exciting; I recall the euphoria of the first two or three years 
at that quaint Lidcombe Oval where we really believed that 
soccer, in new hands, would go places. 

As the years went by, the financial contribution of Ampol 
became less and less vital and, perhaps because of this, the 
attitude of the Federation and clubs more apathetic. 

The format of the Cup has been changed so many times 
over the years that, I am sure, nobody in the Federation 
office remembers it. 

As for the promotion: very often — I should say usually — 
this consisted of a few inaudible blurbs on the PA system 
and a limp advertising cloth or two sadly hanging from 
some railings. 

If ever a soccer marriage was heading for a divorce, this 
was the one, 

But it still will be sad to see Ampol go; not because of its 
financial contribution, certainly not because of the Cup’s 
exciting standards — but because of yet another break with 
tradition. 

Let us remember that the NSL’s nosedive began when its 
original godfather, Philips Industries, decided to pull out 
after the first few years. 

Until then the NSL — or PSL — was running fairly 
smoothly; not only because of the very generous financial 
_ aid of Philips but also because that illustrious company’s 
| presence somehow spread confidence and stability in the 
ame. 

Once Philips was gone — never properly replaced — the 
League became beset by changes, and by years of severe 
| buffeting between marketeers, promoters, dogooders and 
| charlatans. 

Gone are the major sponsors of yesteryear: Wills, Roth- 
mans, Philips and soon Ampol. All we have left, in NSW 

anyway, is some isolated, small club sponsors plus Olympic 

Airways with its somewhat cage hh and overrated deal. 

| The decision to reduce the NSL to 14 teams in 1987 

is irrevocable and irreversible. But not final. 

Of course not! Whoever heard of a decision in our soccer 
that wasn’t disputed by those who had opposed it, using 
every Machiavellian trick to fight it. 

Personally, I don’t have any strong views on the subject. 
Not having been connected with any club since 1962, I am 
not too familiar with the financial strategies involved in a 
14-team NSL or a regional league. 

What I do know, however, is that officialdom — and that 
goes for the executives of the ASF, NSL and the clubs — 
remains as undecisive and ill-informed as ever. 

In fact the officials richly deserve the sort of soccer that 
we actually have the sort they have created. 

The NSL is merely 10 years old — or will be soon — and 
yet its competition format, size, play-off, Cup, value of wins, 
value of goals and some other features have changed more 
frequently than the rules of English, Scottish, French, Span- 
ish and Italian soccer combined over the past 25 years. 

If FIFA ever decides to hold a world championship for 
Sar rag sri changes within a set-up, we will walk away 
with it. 

I am convinced that it’s not an eternal search for some- 
thing better that motivates our administrators but their 
failure to thoroughly examine any plan before accepting it. 

We have rushed into so many half-baked schemes over 
the years that it’s a wonder we haven’t changed the shape of 
the ball or the number of players on the field. 

Maybe that will come, too.

Italians, Greeks battle over Cernaka

Brisbane’s Greek and Italian soccer com- 


munities, arch rivals more than a decade. 


ago, were at loggerheads again last week. 


And the controversy 
centred around talented 
Olympic defender Mick 
Cernaka. 

Cernaka was given a one- 
month trial at City but was 
substituted after only 20 
minutes by Brisbane City 
coach Jim Hermiston during 
a Silver Boot pre-season tour- 





nament quarter-final against 
Olympic. 

Strategically, it may have 
been a wrong move by Hermis- 
ton, as the National League 
side eventually was beaten by 
the Premier Leaguers — much 
to the delight of the Greek sup- 
porters and to the disgust of the 
Azzurri fans. 

But the saga was to have a 
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second chapter when Cernaka 
returned to Olympic’s Goodwin 
Park for training the following 
Tuesday. He then sat with 
Olympic officials during the 
club's semi-final the following 
Wednesday and by Thursday 
he had announced he was quit- 
ting City. 

Olympic quickly terminated 
his loan to enable the club to 
field its star player in the 


Queensland Soccer Federa- 
tion’s XXXX _ pre-season 
tournament. 

But in what could only be de- 
scribed as spiteful revenge, 
City retaliated by temporarily 
cancelling the loans of City 
players Stephen Glockner, 
Mick Gerritsen and Kerry 
Felsch who were trialling at 
Olympic. 

The Greek club’s winning 
side was decimated and it was 
not surprising that it was 
crushed 4-0 in the XXXX game 
by Mount Gravatt. 

After negotiations between 
the two clubs, City then agreed 
to re-affirm the loans for the 
trio to enable them to play for 
Olympic in the Silver Boot fi- 
nal. But the spirit had been 
broken in the team and Olym- 






pic was crushed 7-0 by the Li- 
ons NSL team.

Arthur Xanthopoulos, back after a two- 
year absence, played his first game for 
South Melbourne Hellas before his 16th 
birthday. 


His centre-back partners have been Steve Walker, Kris 
Kalifatidis, Anton Dosen, Bertie Lutton and Steve Blair. 
And he played in the Hellas teams that won the 1972, 1974 
and 1976 State League championships and the 1974 and 
1975 Dockerty Cups. 


Along with Mike Mandalis, John Daperis, Kalifatidis 
and Angie Postecoglou, Xanthopoulos is one of the se- 
lect few who have survived in Hella’s senior team after 
graduating from the club’s juniors. 


At 29, after having both cartilages removed and having recov- 
ered from a pelvic injury, Xanthopoulos believes he still can play 
as sweeper in the NSL. 


But it all depends on negotiations over a new contract. 

During his long lay-off, Xanthopoulos ran between 30 and 35 
miles a week, swam and also cycled. 

“I’ve never been the fastest player around but as sweeper, 
other things are just as important as speed. I feel that with 
work, I can become faster and fitter than I’ve ever been.” 

Xanthopoulos was going to join Heidelberg-Alexander in early 
1985, when Heidelberg was in dispute with Charlie Yankos. Then 
Green Gully made a bid for him but on the Friday before he was to 
play his first game, he aggravated his old injury, tearing tendons in 
the pelvic area. Green Gully stopped its cheque to Hellas for the 
$5000 transfer fee, and Xanthopoulos was left cooling his heels for 
another year. 

He had left Hellas on bad terms. “I had been injured playing 
for Hellas and when I came back, they wanted me to prove my 
fitness in three reserve games before giving me another con- 
tract. I played the three games but then they decided to give me 
only half of what they'd offered me early in the season. Len 
McKendry, the coach, probably figured that he didn’t really 
need me, because he had John Yzendoorn. 

“Now, with John Margaritis back as coach, and Yzendoorn 
leaving, I decided to give it another go.”

Who is the most valued eligible 
player on the world market? 


The word “elligible” is important be- 
cause there are probably players with a 
higher value but not available for trans- 
fer (like Platini or Maradona). 


The barometer I’m using is the list of valu- 
ations by the wealthy Italian clubs which 
will be scrambling to buy more foreign play- 
ers once the embargo on new foreign pur- 
chases is lifted after the World Cup. 


And what the list proves is that Platini and 
certainly Maradona (who cost Napoli $8 mil- 
lion) leave a huge gap behind them when it 
comes to player value. 


Top of the list is Liverpool's Ian Rush, val- 
ued at $4.1 million with three clubs — Milan, 
Juventus and Napoli — willing to pay. 


Not too far behind is Barcelona’s Bernd 
Schuster, the enigmatic and controversial 
West German midfield ace who seemingly will 
play for West Germany only when he himself 
becomes its manager. 

Schuster, who has given notice that he's go- 
ing to leave Barcelona unless his wallet gets a 
thicker lining before the end of the season, is 
valued just less than Rush, at $3.8 million. 

Juve, Roma, Milan and Napoli all appear to 
be interested. 

Just how much of a talent we were witness- 
ing when the Clayton's Manchester United 
toured here in 1984 is shown by Mark Hughes's 
rating on the list — third at $3.2 million. 

And his list of eager customers is longer than 
anybody’s. Apart from Milan, Juve and Fioren- 


Hungaria’s hard times 


One of the more famous clubs in Victorian soccer, 
Melbourne-Hungaria, is in danger of folding up unless an 
immediate “blood transfusion”, in the shape of $20,000 
cash is conjured up within the next few weeks. 
Unsuspecting members of the Melbourne HSC squad started 
their pre-season preparations late last month, but the deep si-

Now the truth is revealed. Melbourne HSC is faced with three 
unpalatable choices in the absence of the necessary transfusion 
of hard cash: 1. Decline to accept the position in the State League 
to which it has become entitled for the first time in a decade; 2. 
Merge with a Greek, Turkish or similar ethnic club and forfeit its 
distinctive Hungarian identity; 3. Simply go out of existence. 

In a report on Melbourne HSC’s desperate predicament, Hun-

Of course just what a player is worth may be 
dependent on his present club and what the 
asking price is. 


For example the price on the head of former 
South American player of the year Enzo 
Francescoli may be unrealistically low at $2.3 
million because his club River Plate is more 
desperate for money than would be a Man- 
chester United, a Barcelona, or even a 
Anderlecht. 

The same could be said of players from 
Eastern Europe who belong to more modest 
clubs than those in Western Europe and havea 
lower glamor value. 

Such as the Hajduk Split pair, Zlatko Vujovic 
and Blaz Sliskovic, both of whom make a list 
dominated by West Europeans. 

Sliskovic, a marvellous footballer not 
matched in class by too many others in West- 
ern Europe, would I'm sure command more 
than a $1.3 million fee if he were playing for an 
English, French or Belgian club. 

The point is emphasised when you consider 
that Zbigniew Boniek cost just $1 million when 
he transferred from Widzew Lodz to Juventus 
four years ago. 

The most tempted club on the list must be 
Manchester United. If it was in the mood to 
make a killing, it could sell three players for a 
cool $7.9 million, 

And Juventus is the club with the widest 
options. It has shown interest in no less than 
five players on the list.

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Graham Jennings has replaced Peter 
Lewis as the most expensive full back in 


Australian soccer history. 

Jennings, 26, transferred from Sydney Olympic to Syd- 
ney Croatia for $25,000 last week. 

Lewis switched from Melbourne Croatia to Bruns- 
wick Juventus for $18,000 in early 1985. 

“Ridiculous, isn’t it?” is the way Jennings described his 


“I tried to tell the disputes committee when it refused to 
lower my original $30,000 transfer fee that if full backs are 
valued so highly, the price of good strikers will go through the 


“With this sort of precedent, clubs will push transfer fees higher 
and higher, and players will have to appeal in every single case.” 
Jennings’ bid to join Croatia appeared doomed when he failed to 
have his $30,000 Aes reduced. Negotiations between the clubs 


continued however, until they 
agreed on $25,000. 

“Olympic bought me for only 
$1000 from Adamstown Rosebud 
in 1979. They argued when they 
tried to justify my transfer fee 
that I play for Australia, but they 
didn’t bring that up when they 


= determined my wages. 


“Coaches get paid a lot more 
than players, but when their 
contracts expire, they don’t 
have to contend with transfer 


wi fees.” 


Jennings said he decided to 


’ leave Olympic because he did not 


get along with “the people who 
run the club.” 

“Even last year, when they de- 
cided to cut signing-on fees in 
half, I put up a struggle to leave, 
and they said I could find another 
club, but I wanted to stay in the 
national team, so I played on. 

“Luckily, Croatia came in for 
me this year, because there 
aren’t many other clubs able to 
afford this sort of money.” 

The left back who was de- 
scribed by national coach Frank 
Arok last year as the most consis- 
tent player in the Socceroo side, 
came to Olympic as a left winger. 

Were he still a left winger he 
would, on his own admission, be 
playing in the State League now, 
or be back home in Newcastle. 

“It was a matter of left back 
or left out when Tommy Do- 
cherty was at Olympic,” he 
says. 

“At first, I was playing on the 
wing, with Marshall Soper and 
Mark Koussas as the strikers. 
Then Gary Phillips came into his 
own in midfield and Peter Katho- 
los returned to the side after a 
short absence. Jim Patikas and 
Peter Raskopoulos also had to be 
accommodated, so Docherty de- 
cided to keep four midfielders, 
and use only two instead of three 
forwards. 

“Martyn Rogers was playing 
left back, and John Karaspyros 
right back. Docherty wasn't keen 
on John, so he switched Rogers to 
the right, and me to left back. 
That's how it started.” 

Before joining Olympic, Jen- 
nings played in Adamstown Rose- 
bud’s senior team from the age of 
16 to 18. 

He was chosen by Jim Shoul- 
der in the national youth squad 
after the 1978 national youth 
championships in Brisbane, 
where Northern NSW finished 
third. “I was.one of the regulars 
who'd been in State teams for 
years — along with Eddie Krnce- 
vic, Alan Davidson, Peter Rasko- 
poulos and so on,” Jennings says. 

“Rudi Gutendorf then took 
over as coach, and we played 
qualifying games for the World 
Youth Championships, against 
New Zealand, Papua-New Guin- 
ea and Fiji, and then against Par- 
aguay and Israel, in Paraguay. 

“At the time I was converted 
into a full back, I’d given up hope 
of representing Australia again.” 

But Jennings must have made 
a good fist of his new position, 
because Arok included him in 
the squad to meet England in 
three internationals in 1983. 

His only other senior repre- 
sentative game had been for 
NSW in a 5-5 draw with AEK Ath- 
ens in 1979. “I did nothing at all 
in that game,” he says. 

He agrees with Joe Watson’s 
recent criticism of financial ar- 
rangements for the Socceroos 
during the World Cup campaign 
last year.

“we got half the prize money 
that we won in two internation- 
al tournaments — and half 
stayed in the kitty. To ge that,

stricting scoring opportunities. 

“We have our limits in cer- 
tain skills but I think we com- 
pensate for that with heart and 
hard work,’ said Waiters.

Heidelberg won 4-2 on 
penalties. Scorers: Higgins, 
Selmidis, Tzintzis, Hunter (H); 
E. Campbell, B. Brown (BJ). 

As a spectacle this 
game was garbage. Not 
because both sides closed 
down well all over the 
park but because of the 
amount of misdirected 
passes on show. And that’s 
more of a condemnation 
of Juventus than it is of 
Heidelberg. 

Why? Because in Chris Ket- 
sakidis, John Metaxas, Paul 
Tzintzis and Peter Tsolakis, 
Heidelberg has four players 
still bursting their guts to prove 
themselves in the National 
League. Okay, so Juventus was 
without suspended Joe 
Sweeney and injured Fabio In- 
cantalupo and Andrew Zinni 
but it still was able to field a far 
more experienced line-up with 
the exception of Mehmet Dura- 
kovic and Joe Palatsidis. 

Juventus looked fit, strong 

and well drilled but it was woe- 
ful up front. Jamie Paton, try- 
ing to resurrect his National 
League career, raised little 
more than a gallop, which is 
understandable because he’s 
not fully fit yet. 
_ No way should Heidelberg 
have had to suffer the trauma 
of a penalty showdown. It 
should have clinched its final 
berth long before the dramat- 
ic finale to this contest. 

Now, before Juventus fans 
start jumping up and down be- 
cause Palatsidis hit the near 
post with a shot in the 62nd 
minute, let me document what 
I consider to be the best two 
chances of the match. 

In the 52nd minute Tsolakis, 
who gave big Peter Lewis a 
hell of a time, broke down the 
left wing, onto an Andy Higgins 
pass. Juventus was caught out 
with just one defender against 
Tsolakis, Metaxas and Tzintzis. 
Tsolakis took the defender out 
of the game by squaring the 
ball to Metaxas who missed 
with his attempted shot. Tzint- 
zis was next in line, He made 
good contact but his direction 
was dreadful, The ball flashed 
just wide of the far post and 
Juventus still was in the game. 

Tzintzis’s miss in the 86th 
minute was much more hor- 
rendous. Again Juventus was 
caught out at the back. Tzint- 
zis got clear of Eddie Camp- 
bell, skipped away from 
Brian Brown’s tackle and had 
just Yakka Banovic blocking 
his path to goal. Tsolakis and 
Metaxas were dead in front, 
almost pleading for a pass. 
Tzintzis decided to shoot. 
Banovic blocked the ball su- 
perbly but the rebound fell to 
Tzintzis who then struck his 
second attempt into the side 
netting. Juventus had been 
well and truly let off the hook. 

Juventus had controlled the 
opening 15 minutes of the 
match. In the 3rd minute Mike 
Petersen took a short corner to 
Rob Cullen who locked the ball 
in then played it back to Peter- 
sen. As skilfully as ever, Peter- 
sen sent over a superb far post 
chip which eluded Olver and 
the incoming Paul Wade who 
ended up in the back of the 
Heidelberg net. 

In the 12th minute, a Juven-

tus free kick wasn’t cleared ef- 
fectively. Petersen, inside the 
Heidelberg area, lobbed the 
ball over an opponent’s head 
and volleyed it crisply but only 
straight to Olver. 

Ketsakidis, who has a fine 
left foot, sent an excellent long 
ball to Theo Selemidis on the 
right in the 17th minute. Sele- 
midis skipped past two oppo- 
nents then cut the ball back. 
Tsolakis missed with his at- 
tempt to shoot and Metaxas 
blasted his shot over. 

Seven minutes into the sec- 
ond half, Tsolakis got clear on 
the left. He chipped the ball to 
the near post, Tzintzis picked 
his spot, but his header was 
well saved by Banovic. 

Paton played the ball to Cul- 
len in the 62nd minute. Cullen 
was challenged and the ball 
fell to Palatsidis who smashed 
it onto the near post from 12 
metres out on the left of the 
Heidelberg area. 

Palatsidis got in three or 
four tremendous turns. One of 
them, in the 80th minute, drew 
Ian McKie into a clumsy chal- 
lenge. From the resultant free 
kick by Petersen, Brian Brown 
headed over. 

Normal time was all but up 
when Peter Lewis, who had 
been booked in the first half 
for a foul on Tsolakis, fouled 
Tsolakis again. Referee Bernie 
Upjohn was on the scene ina 
flash but he booked Durakovic 
instead! Upjohn was to figure 
prominently in the penalty 
showdown. More about that 
later. 

In the Ist minute of extra 
time. Selemidis lobbed the ball 
across the Juventus area. Nick 
Deligiannis, who had replaced 
Metaxas in the 68th minute, 
was unmarked. He headed the 
ball down, toward goal, but not 
firmly enough, giving Banovic 
the chance to push it out for a 
corner. 

Olver couldn't keep hold of a 
Wade header following a Pe- 
tersen corner in the 9th minute 
of extra time but Heidelberg 
defenders scrambled the ball 
clear, 

Three minutes into the sec- 
ond half of extra time, Selemi- 
dis and Tzintzis played a fine 
one-two. Tzintzis broke clear 
only to have his shot well 
blocked by Campbell. From 
the resultant corner, Alan 
Hunter headed over. 

So, penalties it was. 

Steve Marley took the first 
with team mate Olver crouch- 
ing outside the area, his head 
in his hands, not game enough 
to look. Banovic saved well. Pe- 
tersen was next. Unlike Mar- 
ley, he tried to place his 
attempt but Olver was equal to 
the task, making a fine one- 
handed save. 

Higgins, far from being the 
darling of the Heidelberg 
fans, strode up to the penalty 
spot. Banovic saved. Referee 
Upjohn ordered a_ retake, 
claiming that Banovic had 
moved too early. Upjohn was 
wrong. Higgins’s attempt was 
ordinary. In fact, Banovic 
wasn’t even at full stretch to 
parry the ball which wasn’t 
directed wide enough of the 
goalkeeper. But Higgins made 
no mistake a second time

Selemidis sent Banovic the 
wrong way to make it 2-1 to 
Heidelberg. Wade was the next 
penalty taker. Olver saved 
Wade’s attempt but referee 
Upjohn ordered a retake. 
Olver had moved early the 
first time and repeated the 
dose to save Wade's second at- 
tempt. No second retake was 
ordered. 

It was 3-1 to Heidelberg after 


Tzintzis sent Banovic the 
wrong way, Brian Brown re- 
turned the gesture to Olver to 
make it 3-2. Hunter was next, 
knowing that a successful at- 
tempt would put Heidelberg 
into the final. 

And that's exactly what 
Hunter did. Justice had been 
served. A win to Juventus 
would have been a steal.

It was like Ravel’s “Bo- 
lero” or Tchaikovski’s 
“1812 Overture”, its first 
movement tickling the 
senses, its crescendo awe- 
somely powerful. The con- 
ductor was Melbourne 
Croatia coach Miron 
Bleiberg. 

In eight matches under the 
former Israeli Navy captain 
who, at 31, is the youngest 
coach in the NSL, Croatia has 
won seven and drawn one. 

Bleiberg, like von Karajan 
or Bernstein conducting an 
orchestra, savored every 


twist and turn in the arrange- . 


ment he had composed. All he 
needed was a wild shock of 
hair and a crazy glint in the 
eye. 

His intricate composition 
was applauded as a hit, but 
there were plenty of sceptics 
during the opening strains, 

It all started with a decision 
to move Drago Deankovic, that 
doyen of full backs, from the 
right flank to the left, along 
with his usual right-flank part- 
ner, Josip Biskic. 

“Everyone knows we are 
strongest on the right and so I 
thought John Gardiner 
(George Cross coach) would 
pay special attention to our 
right side,” Bleiberg said. “I 
thought: why not mix it up”? 

“We worked at training on 
Deankovic and Biskic cutting 
inside on the left, in order to 
get onto their right foot, rather 
than going straight down the 
line the way they do on the 
right. 

“Also, I was afraid Drago 
would attack too much from 
his usual position, and perhaps 
give George Cross too much 
space on that side. Playing on 
the left restrained him a bit 
and made him concentrate 
more on defending. 

“We concentrated on pres- 
suring George Cross in mid- 
field and when, by half time, 
they had not worried us, I de- 
cided to switch Drago back to 
the right and let him do his 
own thing.” 

It all worked. Deankovic 
was at hand in the first half 
for a challenge on Noel Mit- 
ten that probably prevented 
Mitten from scoring, and then 
scored the winning goal in the 
second half. 

Biskic was busy as usual 
even though he was on his 
“wrong” side. 

“Why stick to the same for- 
mula all the time? It just helps 
the opponents,” Bleiberg said. 
“Everyone knew, for example, 
how Hellas played last year, 
and knew how to stop them.” 
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@ Shaun Parton, playing against his former club, is 
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pursued by Robert Markovac. 


The introduction of two ex- 
tra strikers, Ante Ljubic and, 


playing his first game for Cro-. 


atia, Davor Todoric, also 
worked for Bleiberg, because 
they combined to put Croatia 
ahead at 2-1 during extra time, 
giving the rest of the team a 
taste of blood. 

Bleiberg’s inventiveness and 
bravado are in stark contrast 
with what we saw in the Juven- 
tus team.in the later game. 


While talented Rino Mini- 
chiello sat on the bench, Ju- 
ventus coach Len Kendry 
selected striker Jamie Paton, 
although Paton had not 
played since July, 1985. He 
had been signed on a free 
clearance only the previous 
day. Mike Petersen or Paul 
Wade as striker alongside Joe 
Palatsides, and Minichiello in 
midfield would have been far 
preferable. 


George Cross centre back 
Shaun Parton, playing against 
his former club, could have 
equalised at 3-3 in the 108th 
minute and forced the match 
to penalties but he misjudged 
the bouncing ball and connect- 
ed instead with Deankovic at a 
range of five metres. 

Earlier, he had gone for a 
header for which Tyrone 
James — the star player of 
George Cross — was better 
placed. Obviously, Parton was 
determined to score against 
the club that dumped him. 

“He was too excited to play 
against us,” was the way Blei- 
berg put it. 

Luke Bonacic put the ball 
into the net for what appeared 
to be a legitimate second goal 
for Croatia, after Gary Ward 
had opened the scoring, but 
referee Stuart Mellings disal- 


o 





lowed it, claiming Bonacic had 
fouled Mitten. The decision 
was greeted by a flare, shot 
onto the pitch in protest. 

“Bonacic scored a perfectly 
good goal, and the referee 
gave George Cross a penalty 
which didn’t look like a penal- 
ty to me, so what should have 
been an easy victory for us 
became an unnecessary 
battle,” Bleiberg said. 

With the score at 1-1 after 
full time, the match was decid- 
ed during a three-minute surge 
that produced three flashy 
goals in extra time, as fans 
stood roaring their approval. 

Ward's goal, his seventh of 
the competition, was scored on 
the turn, into the top of the net, 
in the 35th minute. 

It was only four minutes lat- 
er that Bonacic had the ball in 
the net a second time, but giv- 
en a reprieve by referee Mell- 
ings, George Cross fought back,

looking to striker Car! Gilder to 
do the damage up front. 

Gilder, who had a spirited 
battle with Dave McIntosh, got 
the ball square into the middle 
for Mitten in the 41st minute, 
by Deankovic was there to 
challenge Mitten and field the 
ball for goalkeeper Mirko 
Runje, who got hurt as Mitten 
bore in. 

From a corner by talented 
striker Mark Lennon, Gilder 
headed just over the bar to 
bring down the curtain on the 
first half. 

Referee Mellings awarded 
George Cross its penalty in the 
57th minute, apparently over 
an alleged push by Deankovic 
on Lennon. Mitten converted, 

At the other end, Robert 
Markovac had many scoring 
chances, including a shot that 
was stopped by the legs of goal- 
keeper Lou Kastner in the 60th 
minute. Steve Gojevic tried to 
score on the rebound, but was 
foiled by James's tackle. 

While Croatia had been re- 
strained in the first half, it 
produced all its artistry in the 
second period. Gojevic, for 
example, played a brilliant 
first-time pass down the line 
for Deankovic whose cross 
was headed inches past the 
post by Robert Markovac. 

The George Cross midfield- 
ers, with the exception of Jeff 
Faulkner, were unable to 
match their opponents, and so 
both Don Maclaren and Mitten 
eventually were replaced. 

When Maclaren came off in 
the 80th minute, Gardiner sent 
Bobby Toal on as an extra for- 
ward. Later, Steve Richardson 
came on in a flank position, but 
he is a stopper. 

Markovac had another scor- 
ing opportunity in the 8]st min- 
ute, but John Campelj hooked 
the ball virtually off Marko- 
vac’s foot inside the goal area, 
while falling. 

Then Deankovic played an 
unbelievable square ball into 
the middle for Biskic whose 
shot was saved by Kastner.

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Todoric, the left flanker 
from Zadar, came on in the 
86th minute. He had earned 
the plaudits of his team-mates 
at training, and it was clear 
from the way he barged into 
the fray that is is a player of 
true class, but even more 
confidence. 

“He is a good player, but 
more important, a great en- 
tertainer,” Bleiberg said. 
“However, to establish him- 
self in Australian soccer, he 
must adapt a little — a little 
less dribbling, a bit more 
passing. But I will not hamper 
him if he shows he can do it.” 

Biskic sent a nice through 
pass to Markovac at the start of 
extra time, but Markovac’s 
Square pass went behind 
Todoric. 

Then, after a cross from 
Deankovic, Ljubic cut past 
Faulkner and lobbed the ball 
into the middle where Todoric 
headed home. 

George Cross silenced Cro- 
atia’s fans only a minute later, 
however. Bain, at the edge of 
the area, ran past challengers 
galore and belted the ball past 
Runje to make it 2-2. 

Then came the third goal in 
as many minutes — and whata 
goal it was. 

Deankovic played a one-two 
with Markovac, checked inside 
as if he was about to cross, 
wrong-footed Campelj and 
then drove the ball at an angie 
into the far corner.

cent of the criteria and 
crowd support for only 10 
per cent, and the areas of fi- 
nancial stability and admin- 
istration have been removed 
altogether,” he said. 


“Financial stability is a 
flow-on from crowd sup- 
port. So why give only 10 
points for crowd support? 
Who wants to play in front 
of empty terraces? 

“One administrator of a 
club with very healthy sup- 
port said to me: ‘If that’s the 
way they want it, our fans 
could boycott all away 
matches. We'll see how the 
league would like that’. 


“Our club had a meeting 
about what we should do. 
Some said we should give up 
and ask the State Federation 
to take us back, but we 
agreed in the end that we 
should fight. We'll just have 
to go out and perform, and 
finish in the top five in order 
to qualify. 


“But you have to wonder 
whether it would be worth- 
while to be part of the 14. 


They could turn around and 
change the format again in 
1988. 


“One of the reasons the 
original 14-team format was 
abandoned was because 
clubs argued that when they 
played against teams from 
interstate, they attracted 
only one set of supporters. 


“That situation will exist 
again in 1987, but suddenly 
it’s no longer a problem.”

Juventus-Pioneer’s new coach, David Smith, has 
taken on a task that many more experienced and 
wily coaches would have turned their backs on. 


Juventus has won the Tasmanian Cadbury State League title 
for the past three years in a row so anything but a title win will 
be regarded as failure by the club’s supporters. 


Smith faces a difficult task, therefore, made even more 
Sea netne by the fact that the club has lost up to four top 
players. 


State goalkeeper Steve Craven, who starred against the Soc- 
ceroos last year, has moved to Townsville, while defender 
Warren Whisson has moved to Victoria. 

Play-maker and executioner, former player-coach Ken 
Morton, has taken over at Olympia, while the league's leading 
scorer, John Broadhouse, has returned to England and it is not 
known for certain whether he will return. 

Former top striker Bruce Ward is still not certain of making 
a comeback, so it looks as if Smith has quite a job on his hands. 

There are bright spots amid the storm clouds, however. 

Former star defender Leon Darko has returned after his 
premature retirement in 1984 — he retires regularly every 
two years and then comes back, even though he’s still only 2] 
years old — and should slot in at fullback. 

Smith himself is no mean player either and if he decides to 
play — something he has certainly not ruled out — he will bea 
real asset to the club. 

And, the club has yet another promising batch of youngsters 
ready to make their senior debuts. 

The club that produced Luciano Fabrizio (Brisbane City) 
and Angelo and Carlo Ambrosino (Inter-Monaro), now has the 
likes of Dominic and Marcus Longo, Billy Stanford and Mat- 
thew Gasparin in the senior training squad.
